DEATH OF RATTLER. 


Dr. Carter'! Family Nag Dies at tUe Re- 


markable Age of 33 Y«ar»—Brother 


Keyes IJamorous Comment. 


"Rattler," Dr. J. B. Carter's old 


family nag, died a few days ago of 
blood-poisoning, and the Press thus 
humorously speaks of his leave taking : 


"According to the majority evidence, 


Battler was 83 years and 4 months old. 
He came in possession of the late Dr. 
Jones, of this' city, thirty years agd 
last May, and during all this time has 
remained in the same family, one of 
the most trusty and faithful servants 
of his kind. He 'r was a very stout 
horse and fast traveler—the oldest and 
best known horse in the city, and 
would doubtless have lived several 
ye,ars longer but, for the above occur- 
rence. It has been said that before the 
death of Dr. Jones, twenty-one years 
ago, the horse, under the doctor's in- 
struction, was accustomed to vote the 
Democratic ticket. 
A few years ago 


Brother Carter said to a friend, who 
gave him this information, that Rattler 
had learned better now—that he was 
something of a Greenbacker, Prohibi- 
ionist, jPopnlist, Nationalist,' in fact 
quite independent in his political affil- 
liations. 
But in this contest between 


them, Rattler seems to have got the 
better of the argument on the home 
stretch, for it is generally understood 
that Brother Carter, for the first time 
in his forty-fonr years of voting life, 
did vote the entire Democratic ticket 
last fall. 
This we regarded a serious 


mistake on the part of our good citi-

Warm and Continued Dry Weather Fore- 


caated "by Blval Prophets—Dancer 


From Fire a. 


The prolonged absence of rain has 


greatly increased the danger from fire 
in the cities and towns of Ohio and ad- 
joining Etates, as well aa bash fires in 
rural localities. There is need for sharp 
and unremitting vigilence while drouth 
conditions continue if the disasters of 
past years when similar conditions pre- 
vailed are not to be duplicated. 


Observer Richardson, of the Colum- 


bus branch of the United States weather 
bureau, in an interview with The Press, 
asserts that he has never in all bis ex- 
periences witnessed a- drouth so tena- 
cious and so enduring as the present 
one. 
Conditions the other day were 


favorable for rain and he forecast rain, 
but this long looked for blessing did not 
materialize. 


Rural weather forecasters, not em- 


ployed by the weather bureau, main- 
tain that it will be warm and dry 
throughout the month of bctober. They 
say that the position of the mo cm in- 
dicated these conditions on the very 
first day of the month when tho horns 
of the moon were turned upwards. 
On 


one or two nights of the present month 
the color of the moon was blood red. 
This color wan of coarse,only apparent, 
not real, and waa caused by existing 
atmosphere conditions usually thought 
to ba favorable to continued drouth.— 
Columbus Press.

Family— Important Bit of Hut or j 


From I he Pen of Captain 


N. W. Evan*. 


I have determined to write a sketch 


of every Revolutionary soldier who 
lived and died in Scioto, Adams and 
Brown counties, this state, if I can ob- 
tain the materials therefor. 


The subject of this sketch was born 


mar Greensbnrg, Westmoreland county, 
P»i Febinary 20, 1763. 
He graduated 


at Princeton college in 1775 and en- 
tered the Revolutionary war April 6th, 
1776, as a second lieutenant in Captain 
Moorehead's company, Miles Pennsyl- 
vania Rifle regiment, organized unner 
a resolution of congress on July 15th, 
1776.. 
He was made a captain on the 


20th of October, 1777, and his regiment 
was designated the Thirteenth Pennsly- 
vania. 
He was transferred to 
the 


Eighth Pennsylvania July 1st, 1778, 
and made a major July 20th, 1780. 
He served until June 3d, 1783. He 
was in the Battle of Long Island, 
August 27th, 1776, and also that of 
Whita Plains in the September follow- 
ing. 
He was at the Battle of Brandy- 


wine in September, 1777 ; Germantown 
on Oat. 4th of the same year, and at 
Monmouth on that memorable 
hot 


Sunday, June 80th, 1778. 
After that 


he went with Gen. Brodhead in a cam- 
paign against the Indiana in Western 
Pennsylvania. 
He was in the service 


seven years and seven months. 
He 


lost his left eye in the service and after 
his removal to Adams county, Ohio, 
went about with a green patch on it. 


He waa a man of small stature, and 


in his old days hia hair was very white. 


He and bin wife attended the Pres- 


byterian ohnroh in West Union and be 
used to sit on the pulpit steps to hear 
the sermon. 
I do not know if he was 


a member of the ohnorb, but think not. 
Hia wife was a member. He had three 
daughters and two sons. 


Hid daughter, Hannah Finley, was 


the second wife of Captain John Lod- 
wiok and the mother of a numerous 
family. 
Among her sons were Captain 


John N., Joseph, Press and Lyle Loci- 
wok, and among her daughters were 
Mis. Nancy MoOnbe, Mrs. Eli Kin- 
ney and Mrs. J. Scott Peebles. She 
died in 1827, twelve years before her 
father. 


" Another 
daughter, 
Mary Finley, 


married John Patterson, once United 
States marshal of Ohio, and father of 
Mrs. B. F. 
Coates, of Portsmouth, 


Ohio. 
She had seven children. 
She 


was married in 1818 and died in 1831. 


Hon. Joseph P. 'Smith, secretary of 


the bureau of American republics, is 
her grandson. 


Margaret 
Finley 
married 
John 


Chipps and died young. She left a son, 
John Chipps, who died before his ma- 
jority, and is buried in the West Union 
cemetery. 


James Finley' married a Ro'hwell 


and left several children. 
He died 


young and his wife married 
James 


Olark, a well known farmer south of 
West Union, on the old Manchester 
xoad. 


John Finley, a son, married down 


South and resided there. 
I am unable 


to give any further account of him or 
his family. 


A daughter of Mr. James Finley, 


Mrs. Sam Kin on id, lives in Hnunors- 
ville, Brown county, Ohio, and another 
daughter resides in Dayton, Ohio. 


Major Finley's wife was Jane Blair, 


daughter of the Rev. Samuel Blair, a 
Presbyterian minister. Mrs. Fiuley 
was a woman of rare accomplishments, 
much beauty of person and nobility 
of character. 
She was well educated, 


sprightly and full of energy and had 
black eyes.

Deal In rmsburjy. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 9.—Emmet C. Gibson, 


who was arrested in New York for al- 
leged swindling, left his mark in Pitts- 
burg, where he 
gained considerable 


prominence. 
About three years ago 


Gibson drifted to Pittsburg. He had a 
letter of introduction to George Shep- 
pard, treasurer of the Pittsburg Bank 
for Savings, and Mr. Sheppard Intro- 
duced him to a number of people. Gib- 
son told Senator Magee that he could 
bring all the persons together and form 
a consolidation of the traction roads of 
Pittsburg. 
He asked nothing for his 


services 
unless he consummated the 


deal. To the surprise of almost every 
one Gibson got all the parties together 
and the Consolidated Traction compa- 
ny was formed. Gibson made, it is al- 
leged, 550,000 out of the deal and was 
elected one of the directors of the Con- 
solidated Traction company. 


Gibson about a year ago bought the 


HaiTisburg Telegram. He ran it for a 
short time and then the sheriff took 
hold of it. During the last session of 
the legislature Gibson backed a bill 
that put a big tax on outside corpora- 
tions and was known as a "pinch bill." 


The bill was defeated, and at that 


time there were rumors around Har- 
risburg that Gibson had tried to hold 
up some eastern corporations to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill. He also 
tried to have a bill passed placing a 
big tax on the Reading railroad, and it 
was said that the bill was to bear the 
stock of the road, and he was said to 
be working the Wall street end of the 
stock market.

over to the comptroller and corpora- 
tion counsel of Brooklyn, when they 
were merged into Brooklyn, connot he 
found, and their absence 
interferes 


materially with a proper investigation. 


There are disagreements 
between 


the books ojf the comptroller of Brook- 
lyn and 'Ljose of the registrar of ar- 
rears. In the department of arrears is 
the utmost confusion in the records. 
The ledgers are some 225 in number, 
containing over 200,000 accounts, are
